Q. What is the advantage of mixing 
your own tobacco blends? What is needed 
to begin this branch of pipe smoking ?— 
C, A., Pocatello, Idaho. 


A The advantage is that you can 
make up a blend exactly to suit your own 
individual requirements. You can ex- 
periment until you get exactly the taste, 
flavor, aroma, and strength you desire. 
It is like cooking your own soup instead 
of buying it ready canned—you can then 
have it any flavor you want, and made 
to suit the taste 

The only equipment you really need 
is a mixing bowl, and any large container 
is suitable for the purpose. A large 
wooden salad bowl is ideal. A set of 
weights, a balance or a set of scales is 
advisable, but not at all necessary. How 
to make a simple scale was described in 
the Pipecraft section of the May issue 
Measurement by volume is satisfactory 
enough unless you intend to get down to 
fine points in which case a set of scales 
will be required. 


Q. Why doesn’t the wood of the pipe 
bowl burn? Is it impregnated with some 
fluid or preparation which renders it fire- 
proof to some extent?—F. T, Y., Brook- 
lyn, N.Y 


A The wood is not treated in any 
way against fire and it will burn as 
easily as any wood. For that reason you 
should smoke slowly. The reason it 
doesn’t burn readily is that from the 
first puff the bowl begins to collect a 
protective carbon cake. Second, actual 
flame is not present in the burning bowl, 
and third, there is not sufficient heat 
within the bowl to ignite the wood 
There is great heat as you draw the 
smoke into your mouth, but this lasts 
only a second and then the pipe has sev- 
eral seconds to cool before you draw in 
again 

But if you think that wood won’t 
burn, get one of your old pipes, prefer- 
ably one with little or no cake, fill it 
and light it, and then draw rapidly sev- 
eral times. The hot smoke will probably 


burn your tongue. but if you can g,. 
it, keep it up and presently voy ‘ 
smell wood burning. Knock oy 
ashes and you'll see the walls are ,, 
charred. This is ample proof thar : 
puffing is a good way to ruin a pipe 
Q. My friend says he can take a chea

The smoke from the bowl passes through the dry 
Smoke passage (1), over the Moisture Dam (2), 
through the Condensation Chamber (3) and the harsh 
irritants and nicotine drops down through the Moisture 
Drain (4), into the Moisture Chamber (5) and can 
not enter the stem.

HINGS to come always make 

a fascinating subject to discuss 
whether it be pipes or anything else. 
To say that there are things to come 
in the pipe field always brings one 
response from many pipe smokers 
“They can’t improve upon my pipe 
All the new-fangled ideas in pipes are 
no good—short-lived MIy pipe can’t 
be beat.” 

How lucky is the man who has 
found perfection in anything! To 
him, contentment reigns supreme 
from now on 

But most of us, it seems, are con- 
tinually looking for a better pipe, a 
finer tobacco That in itself, is part 
of the fun that goes with pipe smok- 
ing. Think how drab it would be if 
you had found the perfect pipe and 
the perfect tobacco. Then there would 
be no thrill left for you, no reason to 
explore new fields in search of some- 
thing better 

Ask any pipe smoker if he has a 
perfect pipe, and he will say, “Well, 
this one comes the nearest to a perfect 
pipe of any I have, but—” and then 
he goes on to explain one or two of 
its shortcomings.

Nothing can 
ever surpass it. 

That’s what we say today, but will 
we still be saying it tomorrow?

More than Once the World’s Many Institutions of 


Learning Have Played an Important and Sometimes 


Dramatic Role in Tobacco’s Fascinating History 


By MARTIN DEMEREST 


physician, Francisco Hernandez de To- 
ledo to Mexico to study this and other 
plants in an effort to find the best possi- 
ble medicinal uses for them. The physi- 
cian brought back several species of flora 
including tobacco seed, and from this 
date on the planting of tobacco in Eu- 
rope is said to have begun, with medi- 
cinal value being given preference over 
its smoking value. So, thanks to the col- 
lege professor, tobacco was planted in 
Europe. 

The English were probably the quick- 
est of all peoples to catch on to the art of 
smoking tobacco. Smoking spread rap- 
idly and it was soon the height of fashion 
in England to be smoking a pipe. For 
those who did not know just how to go 
about it, schools were suddenly opened 
in which all the finer points were taught 
by a capable professor. They taught the 
would-be social climbers how to handle 
the pipe properly, how to inhale smoke 
through the nostrils, and the “student” 
was “graduated” when he was able to 
blow smoke rings in the air. 


“Te English not only taught them- 
selves, but they taught the people of 
other countries as well. It is said that the 
people of Holland were introduced to 
the use of tobacco for smoking purposes 
by students at the University of Leyden. 
In 1590 William van der Meer, a phy- 
sician of Delft, saw the English and 
French students at the University of

Leyden teaching their Dutch classmates 
the fine points of using a pipe. The 
Dutch are said to have caught on quickly, 
and from the school room the use of 
tobacco spread rapidly throughout all 
Holland. Twenty years later tobacco was 
one of that country’s chief imports 

Oxford University in England was the 
setting for a royal debate on the merits 
of tobacco with no less than King James 
I of England in attendance.* The King 
bitterly hated tobacco in any form, and 
in 1605 ordered the Vice-Chancellor’ of 
the University to arrange some debates 
on whether or not tobacco was harmful 
to the human body. Since the King dis- 
liked the plant so violently, no one ex- 
pected any of the arguments could 
change his opinions regarding it, and his 
ban on tobacco continued. Oxford Uni- 
versity long remembered the King’s visit 
and the famous tobacco debate 

A short time later the King was sched- 
uled to visit another great English Uni- 
versity, Cambridge Since his ban on the 
use of tobacco had never been absolute, 
there were a few tobacco shops and 
smoking houses which operated more or 
less openly Here the students would 
gather periodically to partake of their 
pipes. 

Upon the announcement that the 
King, who hated tobacco in any form, 
would be in town, the Vice-Chancellor 
issued an order that no member of the 
University, graduate or undergraduate, 
and no college servant should enter any 
smoking house, inn, or tobacco store dur-

Practically every smoker has his own 
requirements as far as taste and flavor 
are concerned and the tremendous num- 
ber of brands on the market today is 
proof of the attempt by tobacco manu- 
facturers to meet the thousands of per- 
sonal preferences smokers have for the 
tobacco they use in their pipes 
[any tobaccos are vers much alike in 
their strength and slow burning quali- 
ties, but when it comes to flavor. there 
are as many and different tastes and fla- 
sors in tobacco blends as there are stars 
in the sky. The differences of flavor are 
achieved in several different wass 
First, there is the characteristic taste 
and flavor of the tobacco itself. This is 
called natural favor Then there is the 
kind which is artificially added to the to- 
bacco during its manufacture or proc- 
essing :An example of this is the maple 
sugar, rum, or other agent which is ap- 
plied to Cavendish to give it its charac- 
teristic taste. Another method is to mix 
different tobaccos together to achieve a 
unique flavor ‘These are mostly done be- 
fore the tobacco is packaged and bought 
bs the smoker. It would seem that the 
smoker has little control over his mix- 
tures, 








However, this is decidedly not so. 
There are many ways of flavoring the 
tobacco in your own home, such as mix- 
ing one or more kinds of tobacco or by 
adding flavoring agents to the mixture 
The latter method is the one we are 
most concerned with in this article

OST of us are familiar with using 
vi the moistener to soak up water 
gr the purpose of keeping the tobacco 
q just the right condition for good 
moking But few smokers know that 
‘his same moistener can be used to flavor 
ye tobacco in a variety of ways It is 
got unlike the addition of an apple or an 
yrange peel to keep the tobacco moist and 
athe same time give it an added fruit 
yvor, In fact, even onion slices have 
seen used, 

But the smoker who used these soon 
arned that although they kept the to 
co moist, they didn’t add a true fla- 
ot The tobacco when smoked gave off 
islightly different aroma than the fruit 
velf. 

To prepare a solution which would 
je the desired taste and aroma when 
‘ke tobacco was smoked proved to 
more of a project than it would look 
‘othe outsider. The nose of the experi- 
genter is of little use in compounding 
uh a preparation, Sweet smelling prep- 
yations were often found to give a dis- 
greeable taste when added to the to- 





bacco and smoked, and as a result it has 
been found that often the preparation 
itself is not nice to smell, but tastes fine 
when added to the tobacco. 

In other words, just because a con- 
coction smelis nice to the nostrils is no 
proof that it will be nice when smoked. 
All has been sacrificed for the final taste 
as the tobacco is being used in the pipe 

These flavoring solutions are now 
available from your dealer in bottle 
form. They may be had in a variety of 
flavors, such as chocolate, apple, peach 
apricot, maple, pineapple. black walnut, 
rum, honey, and many others. The liquid 
itself is usually quite concentrated and 
sometimes does not smell to the nostrils 
anything like the flavor it will give when 
smoked 

But that doesn't matter. The real test 
comes when it has been added to the 
mixture, and the bowl has been filled 
and lighted 

In applying the liquid to the tobacco, 
it is best to experiment first with plain, 
straight tobaccos. Any of the plain, flat 
tasting tobaccos should be used. Never 
use one of these flavors with a highly 
aromatic tobacco, for the two flavors 
chosen might not blend any better than 
chicken gravy on ice cream, and the re- 
sulting smoke might be about as bad. Of 
course, you might strike a pleasing com- 
bination, and although such tests are fun 
to try, it is best to let them wait until 
you have learned the fundamentals of 
applying the different flavors to plain, 
ordinary tobaccos 

A straight tobacco can be used, or a 
blend of plain tobaccos. Burley, Mary- 
land, and similar tobaccos are very good, 
but don’t include any Cavendish, Peri-

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que, or similar tobaccos which are al- 
ready flavored. 

Some of the favors now on the mar 
ket have a moistener self contained. If 
this brand is used, take the mostener 
from inside the flavoring bottle and place 
it in the pouch or humidor. Otherwise, 
soak any ordinary moistener in the fla- 
voring liquid and then place it in the 
pouch or humidor. 


UST how long to leave the tobacco 
with the moistener will depend upon 
many factors, such as how weak or 
strong you like your tobacco flavored 
how dry or moist the tobacco may be at 
the time, how air tight the pouch or hu- 
midor may be and the amount of tobacco 
to be flavored compared to the size of 
the moistener and the amount of the 
liquid it has been permitted to soak up 
But then, this is part of the fun. Try 
it first for 24+ hours, then sample the to- 
bacco. If you want it sweeter, wait an- 
other day or two. If, however, it is just 
right, remove the moistener. Should it be 
too strong, the tobacco can be stirred up 
in the pouch or humidor, or some un- 
flavored tobacco can be stirred in with it 
in order to weaken the strength of the 
flavor 


And, besides the flavoring agent hav- 
ing seeped into the tobacco, it will also 
be noticed that the tobacco has also 
picked up a considerable amount of mois- 
ture during the process. Thus a double 
operation has been performed 


As the test of a cake is in the eating, 
so the test of tobacco thus prepared is in 
the smoking. There is no other way to 
tell how well the job has been done than 
to actually fill up the pipe and try it 

Many smokers recommend pipes which 
haven’t been used for a long while, so 
that the taste of previous tobaccos has 
pretty well left them, or by the use of 
new clay pipes, which give the full 
aroma of the tobacco. Metal pipes which 
have all metal bowls and shanks are also 
excellent for testing newly flavored 
blends, for these can be completely 
washed out after each pipeful, and each 
test is free and clean. 


LIGHT the pipe and puff on it. Ask 

others in the room what it smells 
like. Of course this isn’t always the final 
criterion, for many tobaccos which taste 
good give off a poor smell. But at any 
rate, they may say they like it, and this 
always adds to the pleasure you will re- 
ceive from the mixture. 

As most smokers know, you can’t 
judge the results from one pipe full It 
takes several, at least a dozen or more, to

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Making a Water Pipe 


Smoker Describes How he Made 
A Water Pipe from Materials 
Found in Chemistry Classroom

HENEVER I think of college 
W:: I always think of the 
time one of my classmates at 


St. Johnsbury Academy, St. Johnsbury, 
Vermont, and myself helped ourselves to 
some of the equipment in the chemistry 
department and proceeded to construct 
a water pipe 

We had heard that smoke which 
passes through water is cooled to a 
considerable degree and also becomes 
milder to the tongue We didn’t have 
the funds for the purchase of a real 
water pipe, so decided to build one our- 
selves and see if those Orientals really 
did have an advantage as we in this 
country are so often led to believe. 

The construction of a water pipe is 
not at all difficult and the supplies and 
equipment needed are very little. In fact, 
all we “borrowed” was a large glass jar 
or bottle which had a tight-fitting cork, 
and three sections of rubber tubing, each 
ranging anywhere from 2+ to 36 inches 
long 

I should also mention a “Missouri 
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meerschaum” which was required to 
complete the set-up, although this didn’t 
come from the chemistry store room, 
but was borrowed from a friend who, 
as far as we know, never did find out 
what use it was given 

The bottle, the cork, and the rubber 
tubing were all hidden in a closet until 
the night came when we decided we 
would sample this new and different 
treat. We were supposed to be studying 
for the next day’s classes, but this was 
all forgotten in our “experiment.” 

In making a water pipe, it is essential 
that the path of the smoke from the 
burning tobacco go down into the water 
and then bubble up to the surface where 
it is then taken by tubes into the mouth 
Throughout the water pipe, the fittings 
must be practically air-tight, otherwise 
outside air will be sucked in and the 
strength of the tobacco smoke greatly 
weakened. Thus it was essential that we 
use a tight-fitting cork. 

The one we had was of the rubber 
variety and we proceeded to make three 


holes through it, one for the tube whi 
was connected to the corncob pipe. ."t 
the other two for the tubes which eee 
go to our mouths and carry the om! 

Although the holes were not ditticu, 
to make, they consumed a lot of tin 
or at least so it seemed to us for * 
were anxious fo get on with our expen.

The “Missouri meerschaum” bets. 
known as an ordinary corncob pipe wa 
filled with a good grade of pipe tobi 
co which we had especially purchases 
for the occasion. We were going to ha:. 
the best for our experiment. The ping 
was then placed on a near-bs shelf, bow! 
upward, as shown in the accompanting 
illustration on this page : 

We removed the bit and fastened one 
end of the rubber tubes over the shank 
of the corncob pipe. The other end wa 
forced through one of the holes in the 
stopper sufficiently to extend well below 
the surface of the water in the jar 

The other two rubber tubes wer 
placed through the other two holes in 
the stopper extending not more than an 
inch or two into the air space below Ar 
least we knew that these two tubes must 
be kept well above the surface of the 
water, 

At that point we thought we were 
ready. “Jim,” I said, “get a match and 
light her up.

We turned off Halsted Street and en- 
tered what was undoubtedly the moldi- 
est place in that whole community. My 
brother and I glanced about at the un- 
kempt, smoke-filled premises and were 
reluctant to order anything. But Chris 
recognized the proprietor, and his face 
brightened as he exclaimed: 

“Bring me a narghile!” 

When the pipe was placed at his feet, 
he took the long, flexible stem, sterilized 
its mouth-end by burning it with a 
match-flame and then wiped it clean 
with a paper napkin. The proprietor 
stuffed tobacco into the top section of 
the bowl of the pipe, put a live char- 
coal on it, and Christopher Demetrios 
Papadopoulos began to draw big, con- 
tented puffs. 

“This is the only real smoking!” he 
chuckled. 

Naturally, my brother and I were 
fascinated by the apparatus, and we 
wanted to know the difference between 
smoking it and ordi- 
nary pipes. I don’t 
recali Chris’ exact 
words, but they ran 
more or less like this: 

“Well, you see, the 
smoke is filtered ” 
through the water in 
the bow! of the pipe 
down here, and you 
don’t get the bite and 
nicotine of ordinary 
smoking Also, the 
smoke is really cool 
and refreshing.” 

He was sitting up- 
right in a rickety old 
chair at a battered 


table, and this spoiled the atmosphere for 
me It would have been decidedly more 
appropriate, [ thought, if he were reclin- 
ing on a velvet divan, like a Turkish 
pasha in his harem, and puffing away 
at one of those narghiles which are ex- 
quisite works of art. This one was difi- 
nitely Halsted Street, with the paint and 
design, probably red and green many de- 
cades ago, scarcely recognizable. 

“You wouldn't think it was im- 
ported,” I remarked 

“Afaybe it was imported by Colum- 
bus,” my brother suggested 

The proprietor, fat, bald, and draped 
in a tell-tale gray apron was a mistit 
too. How much nicer if the smoker were 
waited on by a beautiful damsel in a 
harem costume! 

I said so to Chris, and he looked at me 
reproachfully. 

“You wouldn’t say that if you were 
smoking the narghile,” he replied, “Then 
you would puff away, narrow your eyes 
like this and see all those things After 
all, where does reality end and a dream 
begin in this world?” 

“As we were leaving the coffee-house 
however, Chris said to me: 

“If you have a friend to whom you 
wish to suggest a pleasant half hour, tell 
him to walk into one of these places and 
order a narghile as he would a cup of 
java. The beauty’ of it is that, in these 
days of shortages, the proprietor fur- 
nishes the tobacco and the light.” 

The shortages are ovet, but for an 
entirely new experience tr} smoking a 
narghile the next time you pass by a 
Greek coffee-house! 
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This is the way the Bowery looked in 1859 when the founders of the Kaywoodie organization were operating their pipe carving 


shop at No, 59. Originally known as Bouwerie Lane, from the Dutch meaning “farm”,

Another brother in Vienna supplied 
them with meerschaum pipes in which 
they specialized at their shop. In a period 
of six months they increased their busi- 
ness to a sufficient volume, to warrant 
renting the other half of the store.

it is now called “America’s Oldest Street" 


business, larger quarters were occupit 
in 1854 at 126 Bowery. The Bowes 
was a busy shopping center then and the 
thoroughfare was lined with jewel 
stores, haberdashers, saddleries, restau!

About this time, their nephew Gus- 
tav Kaufmann, entered the firm His life 
was not easy. His uncle initiated him 
into the business, allowing him to un- 
dergo some of the hardships they had 
experienced. He traveled for the firm to 
key cities in the tertitory from New 
Orleans as far West as Denver acting 
as agent By coach and river steamer 
the trip took him about eight months 


T HEY moved again in 1875 to still 
larger quarters at 129 Grand St. 
With the additions of Nathan Strauss 
and Maurice Bondy to the firm, re- 
sponsibility was broadened and experi- 
ence added. Mr. Strauss took charge of 
the New York office, Mr. Bondy had 
outlying districts put under his jurisdic- 
tion and Gustav Kaufmann replaced his 
Viennese uncle as European buyer. 

By 1896 the original Kaufmann 
Brothers had retired from the firm and 
the elder Mr. Bondy had left, too Busi- 
ness was now supervised by Gustav 
Kaufmann Max Mayer, Maurice Bon- 
dy and Nathan Strauss. There was a 
total of +5 men employed to produce 
pipes at this juncture in their business 

Kaufmann Brothers and Bondy are 
credited with introducing amber and 
meerschaum fot use in pipe-making in 
America in the 19th Century, and some 
of the pipes made of these materials be-

EVERAL European amber workers 
were brought to America by the 
firm to engage in the making of horn 
bits for pipes and to improve the making 
of these bits which were preferred by 
American pipe-smokers in those dars At 
first Mr. Mayer imported pipe bowls 
from France but later he manufactured 
his own. K B. & B also manufactured 
clav pipes which were made in Vermont. 
By 1908, the company had expanded 
sufficiently to warrant building a fac- 
tory in Brooklyn. Ten years later an- 
other factory was set up in Philadelphia 
In 1915 the Kaywoodie Pipe was in- 
troduced. These pipes have been dis- 
plased as examples of contemporary 
artistry and craftsmanship at the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, New York, the 
Baltimore Museum of Art the Chicago 
S hool of Design, at the College of 
William and Mary and other uni- 
versities. 

Rudolph Hirsch. the President of the 
Kaswoodie Company and K. B. & B 
has been associated with these pipe- 
making concerns for the last +0 sears 
and has been instrumental in the de- 
velopment of new devices and manu- 
facturing processes leading to the im- 
provement of pipe-making including the 
synchro-stem and Kaywoodie drinkless 
attachment, which keep tobacco tars and 
moisture from the smokers mouth and 
cools the smoke 


E WAS also instrumental in de- 

veloping the Jensen Smoke Test- 
er, a device which measures the qualities 
of pipe-smoke, the tars, temperature, etc., 
while pipes are being smoked Results 
gathered from this testing device enabled 
the Kaywoodie research department to 
further improve the smoking quality of 
the Kaywoodie Pipes. 

The men who work at the pipe- 
making craft in the present factory at 
West New York, New Jersey, are a 
trained organization, schooled for years 
in the basic factors of what constitutes 
a satisfactory pipe, for comfort, balance, 
smoking quality and likeable wearing 
characteristics, and they are practiced in 
the manual dexterity necessary to do this 
with their hands Their specialized train- 
ing comes from 95 years of continuous 
experience in satisfying the demand for 
pipes 

Rudolph Hirsch is carrying on the 
principles that have established Kay- 
woodie’s and K. B. & Bs reputation 
today. He, and every member of the 
pipe-making companies, is bent on pro- 
ducing pipes that will bring greater en- 
joyment to the pipe-smoker.

VEN veteran smokers accustomed 

to a piper are prone to light up 
a new pipe and puff away on it full 
blast By doing this thes deprive them- 
selves of the benefits of a proper * break- 
ing-in,” which makes a pipe more mel- 
low in the long run 

Men who have never smoked a pipe 
before find that che ‘ breaking-in” pro- 
cess serves a double purpose: (1) It 
guarantees an even distribution of ‘cake’ 
inside the bowl and (2) Prevents mouth 
and tongue, not yet accustomed to a 
pipe, from getting “raw” from over-do- 
ing it too early in the game 

For the first few smokes fill the pipe 
‘loosely,’ and only half-was Don’t pack 
the tobacco too tightly You want sour 
first pipefuls to burn freely, and you 
need a free draft. Then smoke your pipe 
slowly, and all the way down Don’t be 
surprised if it goes out. You can expect 
to re-light your pipe—by doing so you 
keep the tobacco burning evenly When 
re-lighting, always tamp the tobacco 
down After you've finished blow 
through the stem to remove all the 
smoke. Then let your pipe (and your- 
self) rest before starting on the second 
pipeful. 

Don’t fill your pipe all the way to 
the top until your short smokes have 
formed a definite cake” in the bottom 
of the bowl. Once this is accomplished, 
your pipe will cake” the right way — 
from the bottom up 

Your Kaywoodie pipe comes to sou 
all ready to smoke To ‘treat’ the bowl 
with rum, alcohol or any other sub- 
stance will only prolong the time sour 
pipe requires to ‘mellow’ naturally 

Always smoke slowly. Do not puff 
hard or fast or sou will burn your 
tongue, and sou may “burn out’’ the 
bowl as well 

While some cake in the bowl is de- 
sirable, this carbon-like substance ex- 
pands under heat faster than briar does, 
and thus “cake” may crack your pipe- 
bowl if there is too much of it. Before 
the cake gets thick, remove all but one- 
sixteenth of it with a pipe reamer Do 
not use a knife.

Pipe Rack 
Adjustment 


In making pipe racks, and in ones 
which are made commercially as well, 
I have noticed that nearly always the 
holes in the top are solid, or that is, 
made so that it is often vers inconvenient 
to remove a pipe 

It is especially hard to remove extra 
long pipes. or pipes with large stems. 
Any one who has tried to put a curved 
stem pipe into the conventional pipe 
rack, working it up into the usual hole 
in the top, has found it not only incon- 
venient but rather tricky to do and has 
usually knocked two or three other pipes 
out of the rack in the process. 

As a result, I have always made my 
racks with an “entrance” into the hole

Pipe Cleaner 
Holds Pipe 


In the August issue in the Pipecraft 
section Mr, Leonard described his idea 
of using a piece of iron wire to serve 
as sort of a stand to hold the pipe 
between smokes 

For many years I have employed the 
same principle, but instead of a piece of 
iron wire, which must be permanently 
placed on the pipe, I use just the ordin- 
ary pipe cleaner. 

This, I believe, has many advantages 
First of all, the pipe does not have to 
have the wire around it all the time A 
permanent wire placement would be 
bulky in the pocket, and at times in- 
convenient. The pipe cleaner can be 
placed around the shank in a matter of 
seconds and removed as quickly 

Secondly, a pipe cleaner is always 
available and is easily carried on the 
person. Thus, when the smoker desires 
a portable stand for his yipe, he has one 
instantly available and ready for use 

Thirdly, a pipe cleaner, because of its 
construction, will not harm the shank of 
the finest pipe, whereas the iron wire 
described by Mr Leonard will scratch 
and mar the pipe’s finish 

And fourth, the pipe cleaner can still 
be used for its intended purpose, even 
after it has served as a portable pipe 
rack. In this way a fresh cleaner can 
be used for the rack and later to clean 
the pipe, thus never becoming old or 
worn on the pipe shank 


The portable pipe rack made out of 
a pipe cleaner is highly satisfactory and 
I recommend its use to anyone. It is 
especially fine for the bull dog and bent 
shapes which always fall over on their 
sides.

know if the blend is satisfactory and to 
your liking If it lacks something, find 
out what this deficiency is and then cor- 
rect it 

The better favors now available are 
ot good quality and will not leave a 
sweet oc sticky taste in the mouth, nor 
will they gum up the pipe. The liquid 
itself is highly concentrated and ts quite 
clear of gummy substances Place a drop 
of it on the tinger tip and rub it with 
the thumb. You will find that the better 
brands are free of the sticky feeling 
usually associated with sugary prepara- 
tions 

In trying another Havor the pouch or 
humidor should be allowed to thoroughly 
air out. It is a good practice to use a 
new moistener or humidifier with each 
flavor, for these are relatively inexpen- 
sive, and it precludes the chances of 
mixing flavors 

So far we have spoken of the use of 
only one flavor at a time, and until others 
have been tried for the sake of gaining 
experience, it is well to let the mixture 
of two or more flavors at a time wait for 
a while But sooner or later you will 
want to try two or three flavors in the 
same blend—every smoker does.

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This is most easily accomplished by 
placing two or three moisteners in the 
pouch or humidor at the same time 
Usually a few hours is sufficient, since 
the liquid force is two or three times as 
great, and the flavoring process requires 
much less time. Also, the tobacco is ab- 
sorbing moisture at a more rapid rate, 
and may become over humidified 

As to which flavors go well together, 
just start out and experiment. You'll 
make some awful ones, yet on the other 
hand you will come across some that are 
really superb. As a suggestion, it isn’t 
always necessary to have all the flavors 
acting for the same length of time. You 
might, for instance, start apple and 
honey, removing the apple at the end of 
6 hours and allowing the honey to con- 
tinue for 2+ This would give an apple 
honey flavor with the honey predominat- 
ing. One of the most widely used double 
mixtures is rum and honey 

The many varieties which can be 
achieved will be a never ending source 
of pleasure for the fellow who likes to 
experiment with home blending. And 
after the many combinations possible 
with these flavors have been exhausted, 
if ever, you can then start in on the 
ready made blends purchased at sour 
local pipe shop By adding flavors to 
already aromatic tobaccos, you will get 
a still greater variety of blends, some 
yzood, some bad, but it’s lots of fun
